Romulus City Council once again 
denied a rezoning request from High¬ 
land Development to change the 38 
acres of land on the south side of 
Ecorse Road from single-family resi¬ 
dential to light industrial. 

The reason for the re-zoning, 
as stated by Highland representatives, 
is tfrat they could not find a market for 
residential development. 

After purchasing the proper¬ 
ty in 1994, Highland discovered the 
land was contaminated. The property 
had once belonged to a landfill and 
Highland conducted a limited clean 
up to the soil, which has not been 
enough to convince potential buyers 
to develop residential homes on the 


site. 

“Factors have made Highland not 
a desirable residential piece,” said 
Highland Attorney Allen Green.

If 
the site were to be developed it would 
become an island of residential sur¬ 
rounded by industrial zones. 

However, in the company’s report 
to the Planning Commission, a resi¬ 
dential site was listed southwest of the 
property with residential development. 
The city’s community planning con¬ 
tractor, McKenna and Associates also 
named a site south of the property as 
designated for a golf course.

quest to the Planning Commission on 
January 23, in which the commission 
recommended the council deny the re¬ 
quest to re-zone. .The council, in turn 
rejected the request in a meeting on 
January 30. 

Reasons for the denial were out¬ 
lined by the city’s community plan¬ 
ning contractor, Me Kenna and Asso¬ 


ciates. The proposed zoning is incon¬ 
sistent with the current master plan, 
which designates single- family resi¬ 
dential use for the site and sunround¬ 
ing sites. It is incompatible with re¬ 
cently approved residential develop¬ 
ment and objective to develop a golf 
course to the south and southwest of 
the property. There are 2,700 acres of 
land currently zoned for light industri¬ 
al in more appropriate areas of the 
city. 

City council wants the property to 
remain residential. They believe that 
there was not enough research done 
on the site when purchased by High¬ 
land, if their intentions were to devel¬ 
op it for residential use. 


Ludwig faces wife’s alleged killer

Art Ludwig sat quietly in the back 
of the courtroom. He was waiting to 
see the man who had raped and mur¬ 
dered his wife, Nancy Ludwig eleven 
years ago in a Romulus hotel. "When 
he first walked in the room, that was 
the hardest part," said Ludwig. He al¬ 
so told reporters of the rage he felt up¬ 
on seeing Gorton. "Whatever hap¬ 
pens now is out of my hands, out of 
my control," said Ludwig, "I will just 
have to assume that the system will 
work. 

Jeffrey Wayne Gorton, 39, of Clio 
was bound over for trial last Wednes¬ 
day on charges of first degree murder, 
felony murder-larceny, two counts of 
first degree criminal sexual conduct, 
and felony murder-criminal sexual 
conduct 

Gorton sat mute as medical exam¬ 


iner Dr. Yung Chung identified photos 
of Ludwig's body. Chung testified 
that Ludwig died after suffering deep 
stab wounds to the neck. She was al¬ 
so stabbed three times in the head. 
Chung told Prosecutor Elizabeth 
Walker, that Ludwig, in an attempt to 
ward off the attacks, had slash wounds 
to the hands, and had been bound and 
gagged with a sock. 

Lynne Helton of the Michigan 
State Police Crime Lab testified about 
DNA evidence which linked Gorton 
to Ludwig, and to Margaret Eby, a 
Eint professor raped and murdered in 
1986. DNA found at both crime 
scenes matched samples acquired 
when a cup was taken by police offi¬ 
cers after Gorton had drank from it. 
Engerprints found also matched those 
of Gorton in an FBI database. She al¬ 
so said that semen found on Ludwig's 
body matched that of Gorton. "The 
possibility that it couldn't be that of the

quadrillion," said Helton. 

Gorton was arrested February 8th 
and arraigned in a Eint courtroom on 
Februaiy 9th. His attorney has asked 
for a capacity hearing in that case. 
Wayne County prosecutors say that 
his capacity hearing in Flint will have 
no bearing on the Romulus case.

with the arrest of Gorton. After the 
murder of his wife, he had been con¬ 
sidered a prime suspect for a short 
time, and had to live with innuendoes 
and suspicions, while dealing with his 
grief. He believes that Michigan can 
also rest easier now, "I believe every¬ 
one in Michigan should be relieved," 
said Ludwig. 

Michigan can be sure of one thing, 
the system does work. 


Eve years later, contractors have only 
looked at a limited number of homes 
and several jobs have been left unfin¬ 
ished. 

Programs that allow citizens to voice 
their concerns about the noise, such as 
the designated “noise hotline” are con¬ 
sidered useless by many. The County’s 
new general contractor, C and S Man¬ 
agement has promised that they will do 
what they can to make it better. 

Resident James Hollis, who spoke 
before council and officials, said that 
contractors finally showed up to do the 
work at his house one month after they 
told him they’d be there. Then the work 
wasn’t done correctly. 

“They said, ‘We’re going to take 
care of it,’ but it ain’t Most of the house 
is not finished,” said Hollis. He stated 
that he has called the county several 
times to ask when they’ll finish the job 
but never gets a response. 

George Toma also complained 
about unfinished work and believes that 
there are more residents who would like 
to sign up for the program but they 
don’t know how to get on the list 

Many residents, including Toma, al¬ 
so believe the noise levels need to be re¬ 
evaluated with the opening of the new 
terminal. “I’ve heard they’re going to 
make it right. I’ve been patient, why not 
re-evaluate the decibel level zones? This 
needs to be re-evaluated,’ ’ said Toma. 

G Scott Roberts, Director of the 
Neighborhood Compatibility Program 
for the airport, predicts that all contract 
jobs for noise mitigation will be com¬ 
plete by 2007. 

Part of the reason for the delay and 
the unfinished jobs is that the county has 
great difficulty finding qualified contrac¬ 
tors to perform die jobs. ‘Many contrac¬ 
tors don’t want to do government pro¬ 
grams,” said Roberts. 

The County plans to first work on 
homes in Huron Township, then in Ro¬ 
mulus starting with those who live clos¬ 
est to the airport 

Design visits will take place this 
coming June and the contractors will 
work strictly in Romulus. 

Noise Mitigation has 134 houses 
listed as needing the sound-control de¬ 
sign. The county will start with Huron 
Township because that was the first mu¬ 
nicipality they started design work in. 

Of the funds for the mitigation pro¬ 
gram, 20 percent come from the county, 
and 80 percent from the Federal Avia¬ 
tion Administration. 

Discussion on funding led to talks 
about Bill 690 that would establish an 
airport authority separate from the 
Wayne County Commission. Commis¬ 
sioners Sullivan and Boike, who woe 
present at the meeting, stated that the 
new bill would take away the voice of 
the citizens when it comes to airport-re¬ 
lated issues. 

Under the new authority, seven vol¬ 
unteers would be chosen, four appoint¬ 
ed by County Executive Edward Mc¬ 
Namara, two by Governor John Engler 
and one by the Wayne County Com¬ 
mission. On February 25, Romulus 
City Council voted to oppose the new 
airport authority and urged Romulus 
citizens to contact their state representa¬ 
tive, Ray Basham. 

On February 28, the state senate 
voted 26-10 in favor of the new author¬ 
ity. What it could mean for Romulus, 
many community leaders believe, is 
having absolutely no say when it 
comes to the airport, including sound 
control issues.

In the Cold Whr Era, the Village of 
Wayne adopted Ordinance No. 26 in 
1959 that pertained to Civil Defense 
and Disaster Control On March 7, 
1978, Ordinance No. 26 was repealed 
and a motion was made by the Whyne 
City Council to become affiliated with 
the Wayne County Emergency Pre¬ 
paredness Office, 

Civil defense was on most minds 
because there was, many thought, a 
military threat by then Soviet Union, 
which was hell-bent on spreading 
communism throughout the world. 
We all know the Soviet Union col¬ 
lapsed, and the threat with it. 

In 1962, Mr. Hank Goudy, who 
served as Fire Chief was Wayne’s Civil 
Defense Director Mr Floyd Neel was 
the Wayne Civil Defense Deputy Di¬ 
rector and he started to prepare 
Whyne for emergencies. Several loca¬ 
tions in Wayne were stocked as fall¬ 
out shelters. 

Wayne City employees were en¬ 
couraged to take one of 10 Civil De¬ 
fense Courses offered, as it was 
thought in time of an emergency the 
city employees would do most of the 
work. 

The following courses were offered 
to prepare the employees: First Aid, 
Advance First Aid, Casualty Care, 
Medical Self Help, Heavy Rescue 32 
hours, Light Rescue 16 hours, Radio¬ 
logical Reading, Auxiliaiy Fireman, 
Auxiliary Police. 

The State of Michigan Office of 
Civil Defense loaned Wayne a Civil De¬ 
fense Heavy Rescue Truck for train¬ 
ing Thus blue and white truck literally 
was a large toolbox. 

The employees of the Vfayne DPW 
took part in Light Rescue and Heavy 
Rescue learning drills which included 
the use of tools in the Civil Defense 
Heavy Rescue Thick. The men of the 
DPW were taught how to rescue per¬ 
sons trapped under collapsed build¬ 
ings. The men completed the course 
on October 18,1962. My father Leroy 
Stoiy, who was a driver for the Wayne 
DPW at the time was one of the men 
to take the rescue course.

Program focuses on auto arson reduction 


Owners of vehicles burned in the 
City of Wayne and the City of Inkster 
will have to file a report with the local 
police department under a law de¬ 
signed to reduce auto arson in Michi¬ 
gan. 

Wayne and Inkster are participat¬ 
ing in the Auto Insurance Fire Loss 
Program created by Public Act 413 of 
2001. PA 413 requires motorists who 
have their vehicles damaged by fire or 
explosion to file reports with their local 
fire or police agencies before their auto 
insurance claims can be paid. 

Auto arson is becoming a major 
problem in the state and in the area 
According to the latest statistics, six 
cars each day are intentionally torched 
in Michigan and it’s the consumers 
who get burned in higher premium 
rates. 

There were 10,752 vehicle fires in 
Michigan in 2000 (the most recent da¬ 
ta available). More than 20 percent of 
those are estimated to be arson or sus¬ 


picious fires. 

The Michigan Arson Prevention 
Committee (MAPC) and the Insur¬ 
ance Information Association of 
Michigan (ILAM) have joined together 
to fight this crime, which along with 
other types of insurance fraud cost 
consumers an additional $200-$300 in 
insurance premiums each year 

“The Michigan law is based on a 
similar one in Massachusetts which 
led to a 79 percent reduction in auto 
arson in that state,” said Leanne Snay, 
Flxecutive Director, Insurance Infor¬ 
mation Association of Michigan 
(HAM). ‘We hope to see positive re¬ 
sults here as welL” 

The auto arson program limits par¬ 
ticipation to municipalities located in 
a county with a population of 425,000 
or more or those with a population of 
50,000 or more located in a county of 
less than 425,000 population. 

Tb participate in the program, the 
governing body of a municipality must 


first approve a resolution and then file 
an application with the Michigan Divi¬ 
sion of Insurance in the Office of Fi¬ 
nancial and Insurance Services. 

Once a municipality is participat¬ 
ing, vehicle owners must complete 
and submit a report prescribed by the 
State Fire Marshal prior to receiving 
payment for a fire-related claim of 
$2,000 or more if it is determined that 
the fire may not have been accidental 

The insurance company or fire/po¬ 
lice enforcement authority must notify 
the insured within 30 days of submis¬ 
sion if it is determined that the fire 
may not have been accidental 

Currently 12 municipalities, along 
with Wayne and Inkstei; participate in 
the program. They are Allen Park, 
Clio, Detroit, Grosse Pointe Shores, 
Harper Woods, Madison Heights, Oak 
Park, River Rouge, Rochestei; Thylor 
and Trenton 

The MAPC and ELAM encourage 
residents to fight back against auto ar¬ 


son by reporting auto theft and arson 
fraud. HEAT - Help Eliminate Auto 
Thefts - rewards callers up to $1,000 if 
the information leads to the arrest and 
the binding over for trial of a suspect¬ 
ed car thief; up to $10,000 if the tip re¬ 
sults in the arrest and binding over for 
trial of suspected theft ring members 
and/or chop shop operators. 

The reporting number is 1-800-242- 
HEAT. 

Arson Control also rewards up to 
$5,000 to persons who provide infor¬ 
mation that leads to the arrest and/or 
conviction of arsonists. The telephone 
number for reporting these crimes is 1- 
80044-ARSON. 

MAPC is a statewide task force 
against arson It includes representa¬ 
tives from fire and police services, 
business, the insurance industry and 
government. HAM is a nonprofit pub¬ 
lic information organization that spon¬ 
sors a number of consumer informa¬ 
tion and education programs.

City to use $437,000 state grant for home improvement 


Mayor and city council approved 
a request last week by the city's 
Community Development Depart¬ 
ment to apply for a Community 
Block Grant that, if approved, would 
provide ftmding for home improve¬ 
ments 

The grants are made available by 
the state biennially to communities 
who qualify. . 

During a public hearing held in 
the council chambers, Clarence 


Oden, assistant director of Commu¬ 
nity Development, said that the 
Community Development Depart¬ 
ment, in conjunction with Wayne 
County, has applied for a Community 
Development Block Grant. 

Oden said application seeks ap¬ 
proximately $437,000 in CDBG fund¬ 
ing, which is approximately $60,000 
more than the 2001-2002 fiscal year.. 

Oden also pointed out that in the 
past the city would apply directly to 


the state for the funds, but in recent 
years discovered that through the 
cooperation of Wayne County, 
Inkster's share could be increased by 
a combined county-city application. 

“The state has less funds and 
more cities to serve, while only a few 
cities apply for the funding through 
the county.” 

Oden said if grant funds are 
made available to the city, the mon¬ 
eys would be made available to eligi¬ 


ble residents to bring their homes up 
to city code. 

‘There also would be funds avail¬ 
able for home improvements and for 
the relocation of homeowners in the 
Carver Homes (Subdivision),” Den 
pointed out. 

Den was referring to a proposed 
project yet on the drawing boards to 
develop the Carver Homes. Recently 
, Erlick Crane, a vice president of 
Crosswinds, announced that his cor¬ 


poration is interested in developing 
the Carver Homes Subdivision. Dur¬ 
ing the dialogue city officials said 
that, though there isn't anything defi¬ 
nitely about the project, if it became 
a reality the city may have to pur¬ 
chase some homes and relocate the 
residents. 

Oden’s reference to “relocation” 
apparently was to the future scenario 
and not immediately. 

In fact, during Erlick’s cameo ap¬ 


pearance before council. Community 
Development Director Richard 
Wooten cautioned the audience, 
made up largely of Carver Homes 
residents, “The city has not made 
any decision on (land) acquisition...” 

Council accepted Oden’s recom¬ 
mendation that the city should sub¬ 
mit an application for the CDBG 
funds. 

There were no comments from 
the public during the hearing.

Grandmother to thirty-four 


This newspaper group is made up of a 
small nucleus of dedicated employees. 
There are about ten of us that work ex¬ 
tremely hard to produce the seven week¬ 
ly newspapers we publish. I thought it 
was about time I introduced you to one 
of the behind-the-scenes workers that 
helps make this newspaper company a 
success. 

Lois Williams, affectionately known as 
“grandma” around the office is probably 
the first person you meet or talk to on 
the phone. She has been our reception¬ 
ist for six years, and knows about all 
there is to know about Michigan Com¬ 
munity Newspapers. 

Many of you know as a very efficient 
organizer; but what you probably do not 
know is that she is a grandmother to 34 
children, including our bookkeeper; Syi- 
ble Marr. She and Syible have worked 
side-by-side for this newspaper for the 
past six years, not only as receptionist 
and bookkeeper, but taking the all im¬ 
portant circulation tasks, as well 

Although Lois has worked all her life, 
first as a waitress, then as an office clerk, 
her first love is her family.

Both come from difficult 
childhoods — Ernest was adopted, and 
to this day doesn’t know who his real 
family is, and Lois was in and out of fos¬ 
ter homes because her mother died early 
and her father didn’t want to raise his 
kids. 

Along the way, together, they have 
battled the death of a child, alcoholism, 
and business bankruptcy. But those bat¬ 
tles and their difficult childhoods have 
given them a resolve that few can match. 
That resolve coupled with her experi¬ 
ence, makes Lois a valuable asset to 
Michigan Community Newspapers. 

We here at MCN are happy to call Lois 
a true friend and valued employee. We 
hope she and Ernest, (who manages a 
pizza parlour) have all the happiness 
and health they deserve. We hope Lois 
will continue to keep the rest of us orga¬ 
nized at MCN, for many years to come. 


Be wary of phone solicitors 


The solicitor on the phone de¬ 
scribes in glowing terms all the 
worthwhile activities of the organiza¬ 
tion he represents and informs you it 
is tax exempt under the Internal 
Revenue Code. Does this mean you 
can deduct your contribution on 
your income tax return? Not neces¬ 
sarily. 

There is more than one type of 
“tax exempt” organization depend¬ 
ing on the organization’s purpose 
and how it uses the funds. Tax ex¬ 
empt merely means that the organi¬ 
zation does not pay income, sales 
and property taxes. In order for one 
to be able to deduct the contribution 
on his or her individual tax return, 
the organization must have been 
granted tax-exempt status by the 
IRS as a charitable organization un¬ 
der section 501 {c} (3) of the code. 

Charitable organizations with tax 
exempt status are required to fur¬ 
nish receipts to donors explicitly in¬ 
forming them that the contribution 
is tax deductible. If the receipt re¬ 
ceived does not make that state¬ 
ment or refer to the code section 
(above), it probably cannot be de¬ 
ducted (legally). There are literally 
hundreds of organizations making 
telephone solicitations and many are 
not “charitable” organizations. Nev¬ 
ertheless, unsuspecting taxpayers 



deduct their contributions, which 
likely would be disallowed in the 
event of an IRS audit. 

Some organizations disclose (on 
receipts mailed to the donor) that 
they do not qualify as charitable or¬ 
ganizations. The information may or 
may not have been mentioned in the 
telephone solicitation. 

One such organization is the Po¬ 
lice Officers Labor Council (POX..C.). 
The receipt it mails contains the fol¬ 
lowing statement. ‘This nonprofit 
does not have status under Section 
501 {c} (3) of the Internal Revenue 
Code, but is registered as a 501 {c} (5) 
tax exempt corporation, thus your 
contribution is not a charitable tax 
deduction” 

When material (magazine, 
brochure, etc.) or even a ticket to a 
concert is received for the contribu¬ 
tion, a bona fide charitable organiza¬ 
tion will disclose on the receipt the 
“fair market value” of the goods or 


services provided. This amount 
should be subtracted from the con¬ 
tribution for tax deduction purposes. 

Aside from the tax implications, 
many telephone solicitations are not 
what they seem to be. It is a com¬ 
mon practice for tax exempt organi¬ 
zations, including some charities 
(and even non-tax-exempt organiza¬ 
tions) to hire other companies to 
make the phone calls. In some cases 
up to 90 percent of the funds collect¬ 
ed go to the outside company with 
only one dollar out of ten going to 
the organization in whose name the 
funds were solicited. Even then, only 
a small fraction of that one-dollar 
may go for the activities described in 
the solicitation. 

In summary, in order to be as¬ 
sured that your contributions are 
not only tax deductible but will be 
used for charitable purposes, it is 
safer to give only to well-recognized 
charities than to telephone solicitors. 
There is a plethora of legitimate 
charities around and it should not be 
difficult to find one that suits your 
preference as to how your money will 
be used. 

This column is not intended to 
give tax advice, only common sense 
precautions in your charitable giving.

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Shootings seem less violent 


During the nineties, violent crime 
rates felL 

America’s streets seemed the 
safest in about 30 years. Nobody 
calls Detroit “Murder City” any¬ 
more. 

In Westland, community police 
had driven many drug dealers out of 
neighborhoods, and stopped young 
toughs from harassing senior citi¬ 
zens in Norwayne. 

Canton police set up a mini sta¬ 
tion at a trailer park and a regular 
patrol in a high-crime apartment 
complex, reducing crime and gain¬ 
ing residents’ confidence. 

Though I have long believed that 
government meddling in family, 
neighborhood, and local school af¬ 
fairs has wrecked the nations’ three 
most civilizing institutions, I had be¬ 
come optimistic that Canton and 
Westland police — departments I re¬ 
port about —* had become adept at 
keeping the peace. 


But the recent murder at Token 
Lounge in Westland taught me that 
the best efforts of good cops can be 
thwarted by soft judges. 

A Southgate District Court judge 
had released the Token shooting 
suspect on a $10,000 bond, despite 
his record. According to Westland 
police, he had been involved in a 
shooting in Westland and allegedly 
in a triple shooting in Southgate. 

Given a $10,000-get-of-jail card, 
perhaps teaching the suspect that 
shooters don’t do prison time and 
increasing his rashness — an atti¬ 
tude that I don’t want to spread. 

Unfortunately, the shooters-walk 
attitude may have spread to a 300- 
pound man suspected of shooting a 
man in the hip with an assault rifle 
Friday morning at the High Voltage 
in Westland. 

After the shooting, the shooter 
escaped. 

Now there are two shooters walk¬ 



ing around, one of them with an as¬ 
sault rifle, and neither shy about 
pulling triggers. 

The existence of two devil-may- 
care shooters rattled me into writing 
about our vulnerability to violent 
thugs. 

Then this week’s Time revealed 
that government spies believe that 
terrorists may have a 10-kiloton nu¬ 
clear bomb from the Russian arse¬ 
nal that, if smuggled into a large 
American city, could kill 100,000 peo¬ 
ple and radiate another 700,000. 

All of a sudden, the thugs don’t 
seem so violent.

I won’t 
go into particulars, but the word ‘jux¬ 
taposition” flew into my head as I dug 
through the papers in front of me re¬ 
garding Stevie and noticed that at 
the bottom of the stack were the gift¬ 
ed program forms for one of my other 
elementary school children. I was to 
turn those papers in to that same 
school that day. What a juxtaposition. 
When Stevie’s standardized test re¬ 
sults were revealed during the meet¬ 


ing my heart sank. I know it should¬ 
n’t have, but it did.

Romulus High sophomore sen¬

Up by three points, 18-15, after 
the first period.
